A  Macy  Gray  wins  MTV’s  Best  New 
Artist  in  a  Video  award  for  her  hit 
single  “I  Try.”  Gray  is  also  nominated 
for  three  Grammys. 


A  Lee  Ann  Womack  wins  the 
Country  Music  Association’s  award 
for  Best  Single  with  “I  Hope  You 
Dance”  Womack  also  receives 
several  Grammy  nominations.

A  American  runner  Michael  Johnson 
makes  history  by  winning  the  400- 
meter  run  for  an  unprecedented 
second  time  in  a  row  at  the  Olympics 
Alvin  Harrison,  also  from  the  United 
States,  wins  the  silver  medal. 
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□  The  Los  Angeles  Lakers  win  the  NBA 
championship,  the  franchise’s  first  in  12  years. 
The  Lakers  beat  the  Indiana  Pacers  in  game  six  of 
the  finals.  Center  Shaquille  O’Neal  is  named  MVP. 


The  racing  world  is  stunned  when 
NASCAR  legend  Dale  Earnhardt  Sr., 
a  seven-time  Winston  Cup  champion, 
is  killed  on  the  last  lap  of  the 
Daytona  500  in  February  2001.
